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Are we as a nation over professionalising our sport? If this 
were asked categorically of all sports as compared to the attitude on 
sport in other countries, the answer would probably be yes in the 
minds of the greatest number of people. College football, for in- 
stance, has been for years a travesty on the amateur idea as colleges 
frankly subsidise students and make of the game a gigantic spectacle 
which is used to swell the funds of the college, which in the doing, 
makes the game itself lose much of its pleasure, certainly to the play- 
ers who become but pawns in a big business. 

It is easy to criticize the tendency to over professionalise but 
every one of the critics if charged with the responsibility of making a 
success out of the sport, whatever it might be, would probably adopt 
exactly the same tactics. One of the most obvious tendencies to 
professionalise is seen in the show ring and recently on the polo field 
through offering high stakes and cash prizes to winning competitors. 
The quicker one trys to crack down on donors of prize monies on the 
ground they are making a travesty of our amateur sport, the sooner 
one must answer the inevitable, “All right, you run it and see if you 
can make it go.” 

In actual practice, there is no one factor responsible in over 
professionalisation so much as the times themselves. Those who in- 
dulged in sport previous to the first, World War were far fewer in 
numbers and were not faced with the taxes and living expenses of 
today. The whole tempo has changed and for anyone without a very 
large income, the doors of unsubsidised sport are irretrievably closed. 
Have great purses been good for racing? They certainly have des: 
troyed the last vestige of the amateur racing spirit which used to 
surround sport in the days of the old New Orleans track when four-- 
in-hands drew up under the big oaks in the infield to watch the rac- 
ing or when the famous match races were arranged on Long Island 
by the owners themselves. Racing would not be carrying on as it is 
today without great money awards, nor can purses which increase 
the entries, improve the competition, and generally arouse a greater 
interest in sport be per se wrong because they subsidize the competi- 
tors. 

There seems in actual fact a more important part to stress in 
sport than how the participants are encouraged to compete. En- 
couragement they must have if sport is to continue to grow, but if 
this encouragement is going to result in forgetfulness of the ideals 
of good sportsmanship, then one might as well fold up one’s tents 
and go home. Too many people in racing and showing are there who 
should not by rights be there. When they lose, it hurts their pocket- 
book and when that happens, the human tendency is to pull all of the 
stops, to see such a mistake does not happen again. 

A great deal has been said on Long Island recently in polo circles 
of the $5,000 polo tournament now being conducted. Here again, it 
is not so much the prize offered, whether it be a silver bowl or a more 
practical gift of money, as it is the result achieved by the prize. If it 
means better sport, more players, and a fair regard for the ethics 
of good sportsmanship all power tovcash prizes. If it means back- 
biting, tension, unfair play, and a determination to win more impor- 
tant than the will to play fair, professionalised sport might as well 
go by the board and business methods rule playing fields instead. It 
is up to horsemen themselves to keep sporting ideals first. If they 


don’t they might as well spend Saturday afternoons in their offices 
for business will be more pleasure than making a business out of their 
sport. Those who forget this ought to stay out of sport. They don’t 


belong.

Cleveland Bays 


Dear Editor: 


Regarding the article by Mr. 
Mackay-Smith in the (July 27th) 
Chronicle on the Cleveland Bays 
acquired by V.P.I. with the idea of 
developing a lighter and more ac- 
tive breed of utility horses. This 
has been going on in Ireland for 
generations. The Irish Draft horse 
Is the Cleveland Bay with a few 
minor changes. The principal change 
is that they have grown bigger than 
the Cleveland Bay was when first 
brought over there, and one reason 
is that horses are apt to grow big- 
ger in Ireland but as well as that 
they also culled them for size and 
so graded them up to have more 
size. The Irish Draft is truly a 
remarkable animal, totally differ- 
ent to the other Draft breeds in 
that he has flat bone and a good 
front and (from a jumping point 
of view) a middle-piece altogether 
the opposite to the roly-poly appear- 
ance of the other draft animals. He 
still has plenty of power but he can 
also use himself. 

An effort was made years ago 
to bring in the heavier hairy-legged 
breeds but it did not get very far. 
All the farms in the southern part 
of the country are medium size and 
all the farmers are working farmers. 
On a day that hounds are meeting 
too far away for a farmer to go out 
in the morning their evening draw 
may bring them close so, after the 
midday meal, he takes along a sad- 
dle to the field where he is plough- 
ing or harrowing. All he has to do 
then is to keep his ear cocked for 
any sign of hounds being in the 
cover which is not too far away 
from him. He doesn’t have to bear 
down too hard because the horses 
will know long before he does if 
there is anything doing. If the 
hounds come into cover he yanks 
the horses out, ties one of thém up 
to something and throws the saddle 
on the other one and gets down 
there as fast as he can. This even- 
ing draw is always in the lap of 
the Gods. If they had a good day, 
the Master may deéide not to come 
on to the last cover, or they may 
have run out of their draw in which 
case they would not come on there 
either. However, all in all, there is 
a good chance that hounds will come 
to that last cover. I should know a 
lot about that because when [ was 
a kid I used to play hookey from 
school to get out to a farm where I 
knew I was sure of a ride if hounds 
came round. I used to have to time 
it to get there by about two o’clock 
so that I would have time to nip up 
to the house to get a saddle, but 
still not be there too early or I 
would be asked too many embarrass- 
ing questions. 

This mingling of farm work and 
hunting has kept the farm mares 
of the type they are trying to get 
down in Virginia. One thing to be 
kept in mind is that there are no 
small countries in Ireland. Whether 
with the fashionable packs of the 
small packs (proximity to the larg- 
er cities has a lot to do with the 
degree of fashionableness) a horse 
has got to be able to jump to see 
hounds and the Irish Draft crossed 
with the Thoroughbred produces 
the ideal mare to breed hunters 
from. 

Mrs. Badger’s excellent article 
in the Chronicle of June 20th on 
making hunters in Ireland tells the 
whole story. An accomplished horse- 
woman she is able to tell it all from 
actual experience and tell it well. 

The first person to tell me that 
the Irish Draft was really the Cleve- 
land Bay was an Englishman, a 
Yorkshireman. He was a cavalry 
trooper like myself in the first 
World War and when I showed him 
a photograph of an Irish Draft he 
said, ‘“‘Why that’s a Cleveland Bay,” 
and he was right, that’s what it was. 

Any way that makes two import- 
ed breeds from England that the 
Irish hung on to and kept long af- 
ter they went out of fashion in Eng- 
land. One of course is the Cleveland 
Bay who may be coming in to his 
own again now. The other is the old 
Irish foxhound who was, of course, 
an English hound in the first place, 
before they started crossing them 
with Mastiffs or whatever they 
crossed them with to get the dis- 
tinctive looking modern Bnglish 
Hound. This old hound lives on to- 


day in the American Hound, a truly 
great workman at his job. 

If you want to get an idea of what 
the experiment down in Virginia 
may result in, why not have Mrs. 
Badger write an article on the type 
of Draft animals on Irish farms. 
That would give you a preview of 
the matter and the way she writes 
it would make very interesting copy 
indeed.

Olympic Jumping 


Dear Editor: 

General Henry just called my att- 
ention to the last paragraph of the 
article which I sent to you and pre- 
pared by Colonel Thompson and Col- 
onel Wright at Fort Riley. In this 
last paragraph is not specific just 
what the jumping course is as the 
concluding phase of the three-day 
event. If you care to add it, here are 
the specifications. 

The course is jumped under Gen- 
eral, International Equestrian Fed- 
eration Rules at a rate of 400 me- 
ters per minute without considera- 
tion tor riding under time. It is 
specified that the course shall not 
have a length of over 1100 meters 
and the obstacles shall be twelve 
(12) in number. It is specifically re- 
quired that of these twelve (12) ob- 
stacles, one must be of road crossing 
(fence and ditch, ditch and fence). 
Four (4) obstacles must be exactly 
1,15 meters in height, and, if poss- 
ible, the course should contain an 
open water jump of 3,50 meters and 
a brook. The six (6) remaining ob- 
stacles are at the discretion of the 
organizers and should be of the type 
generally encountered in the organ- 
izing country. The mimimum height 
of any fence would be 1,10 meters. 
It turther specifies that the fence 
shall be massive in appearance and 
not easily knocked down. 

I believe the above information 
should be included, as interested 
people would probably like to know 
exactly the type of jumping courses 
implied.

Children’s Pony Show : 


Dear Editor: 

It was a delight to see all those 
children, keen, game and all doing 
their best to put up a good «show. 
(Warrenton Pony Show, June 28). 

I hope they will take it in good 
part if an old timer offers a little 
advice. Stop using your whips. A 
child and his pony should be friends. 
When a child punishes a pony, that 
pony hates him and never forgets, 
and they are no longer working to- 
gether as a team. 

In a great many years’ experience, 
I have never known of a case when 
using a whip got any good results, 
but I have known many nice horses 
ruined by punishment. Horses are 
more sensitive than many people 
realize. : 

I have asked many riders why 
they use a whip and never found one 
who could give me a sensible reason. 

When a child or any rider is on 
a horse that has been punished, that 
horse is not safe. He is watching the 
whip instead of devoting his atten- 
tion to placing himself correctly to 
take off at a fénce. 

The first thing that a horse is 
taught is to go when you turn his 
head, and if he has confidence in 
his rider, he will respond. If a horse 
knows that he can trust you, he 
will carry you safely. 

Once you have hit a horse you 
have spoiled him. He knows and

Early Ben Marshall 
Of *Sir Harry Lost 
From Haxall Family 


The fine Ben Marshall on the 
front cover of The Chronicle this 
week of *Sir Harry has an interest- 
ing history. Now owned by Charles 
V. Hickox of Long Island, who has 
courteously given permission to pub- 
lish the photograph. It was formely 
in the Percy R. Pyne “II collection 
and is of one of the most celebrated 
of our 18th century imports. *Sir 
Harry was owned by Joseph Cookson 
and was by Sir Peter Teazle out of 
Matron, by Alfred. He won the Der- 
by at Epsom on May 24th, 1798 
and then went on to win a series of 
other stakes, the Claret at Newmar- 
ket in 1799, the 200 guineas at New- 
market on April 28th in 1800 which 
he followed up on April 30th with 
the 100 Guineas. The following year 
he won the 400 and the 50 Guineas 
at Newmarket and the 245 Guineas 





remembers that you have hurt him. 
No good in going back and saying 
you are sorry. That does not mean 
anything to him. 

Many people say to me, ‘‘Well, if 
I don’t use the whip, he will stop.” 
Most times he stops because he is 
watching the whip and gets in 
wrong, and then if he has sense, he 
should stop. When a horse is runn- 
ing into a fence, there is only one 
way that a rider can help him, and 
that is by interferring with him as 
little as possible. He has to carry 
your weight and that is plenty of 
a handicap without having to fig- 
ure out what gymnastics you may 
spring on him. 

Now I would like to ask those 
youngsters to try this: If your pony 
is ridden at 3-0’’ and stops, don’t 
punish him; put the fence down to 
2’-0”" or 1’-0” or 6” and ride him 
over that until he jumps with con- 
fidence and freedom. Then you can 
begin to build your fences up, but 
raise it slowly and be sure your 
pony is going on with confidence. 
When a pony stops and is turned 
around, he is spoiled because he 
has two ideas in his head instead of 
one which is to go straight. 

When you are going out to school 


a pony, take along a _ little’ par- 


cel of patience and leave the whip 
at home. You will have a much 
more pleasant time and a much bet- 
ter pony.

*Sir Harry was a brown horse, 
foaled in 1795 and imported to Vir- 
ginia in 1804 by Miss Charlotte No- 
land’s ancestor, Mr. Haxall of Vir- 
ginia. The picture was one of Ben 
Marshall’s earliest works and acc- 
ompanied the horse to Virginia 
where it hung in the Westmoreland 
Club, in Richmond, as one of the 
collection of his paintings belong- 
ing to Miss Noland’s uncle, Barton 
Haxall. Miss Noland, a_ benefici- 
ary under Mr. Haxall’s will, found 
on going to the Club, that the Mar- 
shall of *Sir Harry had disappeared. 
After 20 years Knoedlers was able 
to trace the painting and verify its 
identity as the one noted in the 
early American Turf Stock (ii 10) 
as the portrait of Cookson’s *Sir 
Harry, the Derby winner. of 1798. 

The painting was recorded by the 
Sporting Magazine in 1802 (xx,122) 
as being among the early works of 
Ben Marshall which had disappeared 
without having been engraved. Like 
Ferneley’s portrait of Priam, the 
Derby winner of 1830, it had come 
to Virginia where it was not again 
recorded until Knoedler’s found it 
in a private collection on Long Is- 
land at Wheatley, in 1933.

Dorothea Conyers who wrote 
about Irish hunting is as much a 
part of Ireland, as typical of it as 
the limerick fields in the spring 
carpeted with yellow cowslips, the 
lemon primroses under hedge and 
bank, or the gold of a furze bush 
against a grey sky; as much a part 
of it as the grey skies full of cloud 
patterns, slate and pearl and dusty 
brown with blue rents from whence a 
distant patch of sun turns the slope 
of a mountain to a luminous green; 
as much a part as the land, lying 
timeless and still and empty, but 
never lonely because of the kind- 
liness and friendliness of its people. 

A mutual friend took me to Nan- 
tenan to see Mrs. White, better 
known as Dorothea Conyers, au- 
thor of many a good Irish hunting 
story and a great woman to hounds 
in her day. The entrance to the park 
is one of the most imposing in all 
Ireland and the delicate iron grilled 
gates the most beautiful. The fif- 
teen foot wall of smooth grey stone 
curves from each side of the gates 
in graceful semicircles and at 
spaced intervals are niches where 
at one time must have been flow- 
ering plants and statues. 

We drove up through a lonely 
sweep of lawn planted with ancient 
beech to a gaunt old Georgian house 
of many windows. The door, as is 
the Irish custom, open and letting 
in all the cold air in County Lime- 
rick. A man mowed the grass tennis 
court adjoining a hard court beyond. 
No one was in the house and we 
made for the garden, its walls fes- 
tooned and dripping with brilliant 
blue and purple aubetia. The garden 
itself was a riot of jonquils and 
daffodils making sucessful headway 
among the weeds, two acres of them.

Carter Buller was 
there with his hunter, Miramar, and 
won the children’s hunter class and 
the children’s hack. Miss Jeanie 
Vogt on her Pride of Fertile Acres 
accounted for two blues and Jeanie 
herself for the red in the best child 
rider class when she was topped by 
Joey Hulahan. With the number of 
children that have been turning out 
at the shows this season, we think 
it would be worthwhile to have more 
all children shows in this section. 

This is the first show that the 
Lions Club has sponsored in Read- 
ing and they put a great deal of 
time and effort into making it a 
success. It was held at the Fair 
Grounds, a most suitable place for 
a show. The army took over the 
Fair Grounds during the war and 
macadamized the infield. The ma- 
cadam has since been torn up and 
new grass seeded, but the turf was 
not heavy enough this year to be 
used for an outside course and the 
hunters had to jump on the track.

The 3rd annual Winnipeg Spring 
Horse Show was held under the aus- 
pices of the Winnipeg Horsemen’s 
Club on May 22-23-24.

Ross Jenkins. 

Eight teams were entered in the 
hunt team class with the Sifton 
team placing over the entry of the 
Lilla-Gord Stable and the Tuxedo 
Park Riding Academy entry.

Measurement Of Stayers 





Arab Test Proves Balance So Necessary 
In Stayer As Greatness Of His Heart 
And Soundness Of His Legs

Larry Markey made his name im- 
mortal in the memory of racing men 
in New Zealand when he instructed 
his jockey, who was riding Aquarius 
in a five-furlong race “to start at 
top and keep increasing all the 
way.’ The moral of that story is 
that any horse of the greatest pos- 
sible stamina can be ‘‘run into the 
ground,” and fail, in consequence, to 
stay the distance of the race. In 
fact there is no easier way to damn 
a horse’s chance in a race than “run 
it to nothing’’ in the first six fur- 
longs of any distance beyond that 
journeyed. Any horse which can 
stay seven furlongs well under a fair 
weight can stay a mile and a half. 
In a mile race, or in any race beyond 
that distance, it is possible for the 
jockey to give his mount a “‘breath- 
er’’ or an ease up, but in a seven- 
furlong race a horse must gallop all 
the way. If trainers have horses 
which will carry, say, 116 pounds in 
a seven-furlong race in good average 
time, then they are justified in start- 
ing for a mile and a half race, and, 
perhaps, a two mile race. 

Let me say that the time test of a 
horse in his trials is the certain and 
sure evidence of his fitness. During 
my 45 years’ experience as an owner 
I have proved conclusively that the 
use of the watch is a reliable method 
of ascertaining whether a horse is 
well in himself and ready for any 
effort he may be called upon to 
make. I do not advocate the use of 
the watch in his daily work. That 
is fatal. But I am satisfied that if 
a horse is going to race, say on a 
Wednesday, and on the Saturday 
morning before that day you find he 
can run within himself a trial of 
five furlongs in 1.2, six furlongs in 
1.14 or seven furlongs in 1.28, he is 
ready’for business. If on the con- 
trary, you find he fails to come up 
to a reasonable time test, then you 
can be sure that on that day at least, 
he is not up to the mark. 

Of course the time test when ap- 
plied to slugs which only do their 
best with the colours up is useless. 
The mighty Carbine, a New Zealand- 
bred champion—‘“Old Jack’’ as he 
was called—was a sleepy and lazy 
horse till the barrier went up, and 
then he got to work. Phar Lap on 
the other hand, though with the dis- 
position of Windsor Lad who had 
Carbine in his pedigree, galloped to 
the watch. His trial could be ticked 
off with the certainty that he would 
run to form a few days later unless 
something special intervened. 

Wally. Clifford, a noted New Zea- 
land jockey, could tell you within a 
second or two the time of-a trial in 
which he had been the rider. Arthur 
Oliver another Dominion rider had 
the same happy knack of timing a 
gallop. He was really a human stop- 
watch. One morning after a work 
out in New Zealand in a sensation 
trial with the watches varying 48% 
sec. to 49 sec., Oliver jumped off 
quite excited and said ‘“‘Under 49!” 
Sid Reid was another Dominion 
horseman of those days who was a 
reliable judge of the actual running 
pace 

In 1912 I learned the secret of 
the Arab remount buyers of Cairo 
for the measurement of horses for 
staying a distance and ascertained 
the method employed by them in ar- 
riving at the staying qualities of a 
horse. They selected say, a hundred 
mounts, and bought them, first of 
all, because of their conformation 
and general appearance, but always 
subject to a measurement method by 
which they ascertained whether the 
animals purchased were stayers or 
sprinters, for a sprinter was of little 
use as a remount. The measurement 
system for balance is ‘a most impor- 
tant method of ascertaining whether 
the horse in question will, all other 
things being equal as to heart and 
feet, be able to sprint or stay. Aus- 
tralia’s turf wonder Bernborough 
and the brilliant Heroic horse Ajax 
come up to the Arab requirements 
of perfect balance. Even some great 
horses which come within one and 
three quarters or two inches of the 


perfect measurement, can get a mile, 
a mile and a half or even two miles. 
Those which show in the measure- 
ment a difference of four or five 
inches should never be trained for a 
greater distance than six furlongs. 
I look on a good seven furlong horse 
as a stayer for the reason I have 
previously mentioned. The method 
of measurement used by the Arab 
buyer is simplicity itself. Take a 
piece of string, eight to ten feet in 
length, then stand off the horse, on 
the near side, at a distance of three 
or four yards, and mark the eye, 
and then with the finger, the highest 
point on the wither of the animal. It 
is all important that this highest 
point should be accurately ascertain- 
ed. In order to confirm the decision 
arrived at, get an assistant to stand 
at the same distance on the off side, 
and until you have agreed, don’t 
start to use the string. Having 
agreed as to the highest point, then 
place a finger on that point and put 
under the finger the end of the 
string, holding it firmly. Next, let 


the string lie along the mane and 
through the ears and down the cen- 
ter of the forehead, and make your 
measurement from the highest point 
I referred to down to the top lip 
where it touches the bottom lip. 
Having ascertained this measure- 
ment, then cut the string.which, by 
its length gives you the difference 
from the highest point of the wither 
to the top lip. Keep the highest 
place of the wither from which you 
have measured definitely marked, or 
keep your finger firmly placed there, 
and then take the length of string, 
and run it from such point along the 
back to the end of the tail. (I do 
not mean to the hair of the tail, but 
to the end of the tail itself). That 
is the only measurement required to 
find a balanced horse. You will not 
find many with the highest point of 
the wither the center of measure- 
ment. 

The French studmaster is at least 
the equal, if not ahead of his Eng- 
lish ‘competitor in obtaining stayers. 
It is hard for any student of breed- 
ing to predict with certainty that 
even a horse by Hyperion from a 
Sir Cosmo mare will be a genuine 
stayer. It may be bred to be a stay- 
er, but it may not have a stout 
heart. That is the difficulty for all 
of us when we are summing up the 
human or the horse—what kind of 
a heart is hidden in the frame? 
Phar Lap’s heart was enormous, 
namely 13% pounds, the average 
weight being 8 pounds to 10 pounds. 
Dr. J. W. Stewart McKay’s article 
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upon Phar Lap’s heart makes one 
understand that, given a staying sire 
and a staying dam, it is the heart 
that will be even then the deciding 
factor. During his 40 years as a 
member of the Royal College of 
Veterinary surgeons, Dublin-born 
Tom Doyle, who came to New South 
Wales in=1900, has concentrated 
mostly on horses. Through Doyle’s 
hands have passed a goodly percen- 
tage of the best horges to grace 
Randwick during the past 45 years. 
Doyle. was asked this question. Did 
Phar Lap’s outsize in hearts have 
any bearing on his greatness? And 
the response came somewhat as a 
surprise. ‘‘Was Phar Lap’s heart 
so big?’ he asked. ‘“‘To my way of 
thinking its proportions were in no 
means abnormal for a frame so mas- 
sive as his. 

“T recall having made a post mor- 
tem examination of a 13.3 pony who, 
not even having been trained, had 
no claim to greatness, and I can as- 
sure you that it was sound and lit- 
tle, if any, smaller than the organ 
attracting se much attention in Aus- 
tralia’s Canberra Museum. 

“Some good, game gallopers have 
done their jobs on small hearts, and 
big hearts have been discovered in 
mediocre performers and arrant fail- 
ures.”’ 

As I am writing this article I am 
looking at a horseshoe worn by Phar 
Lap given to nfe by his part-owner 
trainer Harry Telford. What a won- 
der the chestnut was at any distance!

“New Zealand may well be proud that 


Phar Lap and Carbine were born 
and bred in that country. The Phar 
Lap returned to Ersland through 
the purchase by Mr. ‘iorriss of Phar 
Lap’s full sister Te Uira whose sis- 
ter Nea Lap begat I.ouis B. Mayer’s 
grand galloper Four Freedoms. 
When you realize that Night Raid, 
the sire of Phar Lap was by the 
great Radium, and that Night Raid’s 
dam Sentiment was by Carbine’s best 
son Spearmint from the great Flare- 
Glare family you cannot doubt but 
that the purchase of Te Uira for 
England was a severe loss to the 
breeding industry of New Zealand. 
The influence of even one mare upon 
the turf cannot be overlooked when 
we remember Pocahontas, mot a 
good performer, though she had 
splendid bone and size. She was 
the dam of Stockwell, the sire of 
Doncaster, grandsire of Bend Or, 
and the great, great grandsire of 
*Rock Sand, which sired Radium, 
Kendal, Ormonde, Bona Vista, Mar- 
tagon and Orvieto. From Radium 
we got Night Raid and then Phar 
Lap; from Kendal came Galtee 
More, from Ormonde came Orme, 
Flying Fox, The Welkin and Gloam- 
ing; from Bona Vista came Cyllene, 
Cicero, Valais and Heroic; and from 
Martagon came the great Martian 
sire of most of New Zealand’s best 
stayers. May the purchase of Te 
Uira follow, even humbly, in the 
footsteps of Pocahontas and lay the 
foundation of a line of great stayers 
for the old country which is badly 
needed. 

English owners don’t race their 
fillies for years and years before 
they go to the stud and that is why 
so many great horses are bred in 
England. Some of the best race- 
horses have been bred from mares 
which were sparingly raced, if at all. 

Coronach’s first classic winner in 
the Southern Hemisphere, My Bon- 
nie is a magnificent type of mare 
raced by the New Zealand breeder 
J. G. Alexander of the Cranleigh 
Stud, Wanganui (north island). She 
is a brown mare by the English 
Derby winner from La Poupee by 
Tea Tray (The Tetrarch) from Danc- 
ing Doll (4) by Black Jester, sire 
of Jacopo’s dam Black Ray. Dancing 
Doll was bought in England by E. 
W. Allison jun., in 1921, and came 
out to New Zealand with Tea Tray 
and Valkyrian, sire of Kindergar- 
ten’s dam Valadore. She was bred 
in 1919 by the late J. B. Joel and 
was Black Jester (St. Leger) from 
My Dolly by Sundridge from the 
Oaks winner Glass Doll by Isinglass 
from Fota by Hampton from Photinia 
by Uncas, tracing to the famous 
Alice Hawthorn. Glass Doll was a 
half-sister to Angelic, dam of North 
Star III, winner of the Middle Park 
Plate and a very successful sire in 
the U. S. A.

Race fan- 
ciers are now being routed some 
miles from the old track to one of 
the most beautiful racing parks in 
New England. Lincoln Downs, which 
opened on July 7th. Under the same 
Burrillville Racing Association man- 
agement as Pascoag, the Lincoln 
Downs track is estimated to be the 
most costly (to build) in this part 
of the country, and has a spectator 
capacity of 50,000. Mr. B. A. Dorio, 
owner of the two well bred stallions, 
Bull Dandy by Bull Lea, current lea- 
ding sire of stakes winners and May 
Run Way by *Bull Dog, is the owner- 
manager of Lincoln Downs. He and 
the rest of the management gave The 
Chronicle the keys to the place on 
our visit there. We were escorted 
throughout the plant, ducking under 
ladders, avoiding wet paint, and 
stepping over the remaining work- 
men still putting the finishing touch- 
es on the stands and club house. We 
met everyone from Eddie Mac whose 
name created the same effect as 
“open Sessame’’ wherever we went, 
to Pinkerton’s man in the paddock. 
About the only inconvenience that 
was caused by the newness of the 
park was the lack of runners in the 
club house, press box and Turf Club, 
which necessitated walking a mile 
(or so it seemed) to the windows. 

Due to the indefinite finishing 
date of the Lincoln Downs track, 
they were unable to get together 
with Suffolk Downs in order to work 
out meetings that would not coin- 
cide. Thus the larger stables this 
year are at Boston whose summer 
season opened the same date and 
has approximately the same durat- 
ion. Next summer, all New England 
tracks including Narragansett, Rock-

Black Watch, F. T. 
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Dressage Competition For Children 
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Ability of Horseman Judged By Horses He 
Rides Is Proverb Borne Out By Horsemanship 
Tests At Santa Barbara Equitation Show

Editor’s Note: The vast subject 
of riding is one that every horse- 
man, young and old, experienced 
and inexperienced is properly in- 
terested. The Chronicle will en- 
deavor to furnish weekly articles 
by those who have had real ex- 
perience in the art of riding, its 
many ramifications, the methods 
and sound practice, tried through- 
out the years. This first article by 
Major de Roaldes on the develop- 
ment of a better class of horseman- 
ship in California shows the sin- 
cere attempt of a real horseman to 
interpret sound riding principles to 
young horsemen by actual practise 
in the ring. 


In order to make efficient riders 
of youngsters—boys and girls of 
school age—it is not sufficient that 
they should be taught to ride corr- 
ectly; they should also be taught 
to train or improve the training of 
their horses. The education of the 
young rider is not completed unless 
he is capable, not only of riding a 
trained horse reasonably well, but 
also to keep him from getting into 
bad habits and to make, from a colt 
of average disposition, a well man- 
nered mount. 

To that effect the youngster’s 
education should not be separated 
from that of the horse, a lesson for 
the rider should also be a lesson for 
the horse and vice versa. Thus the 
novice will acquire his technical 
knowledge and experience in the 
use of the horse through the simul- 
taneous studies of both equitation 
and dressage; the former pertain- 
ing to the education of the rider. 
the latter to the training of the 
horse. 

There is nothing like competition 
to appraise fairly accurately one’s 
ability, and to stimulate one’s eff- 
orts toward improvement. This is 
true for all, but to a greater extent 
for youngsters, and the more com- 
petition they have the more the 
young generation will improve its 
horsemanship. 


In the latter part of 1946 there 
was in Santa Barbara a small group 
of school girls, each one owning a 
horse, who, though much interest- 
ed in riding put deficient in tech- 
nical knowledge, could not obtain 
from their mounts more than a re- 
lative obedience, if any. These hor- 
ses were stiff, unbalanced, leaning 
on the bit, or behind it, unable to 
gallop equally well on either lead, 
ete. 


Then came someone with a lit- 
tle knowledge of horses and riding, 
who saw the possibility of develop- 
ing most of these girls into pretty 
fair horsewomen. 

For several months classes were 
held weekly or more often. Progres- 
sively, with much work and- perse- 
verance, the seat, hands, and legs as- 
sumed the correct position, the ap- 
Plication of the aids became more 
exact and effective; the horses ac- 
quired more suppleness, more regu- 
larity of gaits, and far more obedi- 
ence. It was time to stage a competi- 
tion. The event took place on May 
18th in the Santa Barbara Riding 
Club arena. Of the 25 contestants, 
ranging from the age of 10 to 17, 
half of them came from Pasadena— 
incidentally, amongst them were 
only 3 boys! 

With the exception of a ‘‘quad- 
rille” executed by 8 of the local 
girls and an exhibition of “haute 
ecole” by the coach of that group, 
all the classes on the program were 
equitation and dressage. The for- 
mer was judged entirely on the 
ability of the rider, the latter on 


the degree of training of the- horse. 
Both these classes were divided in- 
to elementary and secondary grades 
according to the efficiency of the 
contestants, riders and horses. 

The jury carefully selected was 
of an international eharacter, both 
the French and German _ schools 
being represented. Colonel Enhorn- 
ing from Sweden, a graduate of the 
Hanover Cavalry school; Command- 
ant Ganshof yan der Meersch, one 
of the top European riders, former 
instructor at the Belgian Cavalry 
School, consistent winner of inter- 
national competitions, who placed 
fourth in the ‘‘Prix des Nations” at 
Berlin in 1936, on his gray jumper 
Ibrahim; Mr. Robert Walker, a Cal- 
ifornian, known for his successes 
in the ‘‘Californian Hunter Trials’ 
of prewar days, an event comprising 
the 3 tests, dressage, cross country 
and show jumping and judged acc- 
ording to the rules and specifications 
of the F. E. I. (Federation Equestre 
Internationale). 

The program of the day was not 
intended to be a ‘‘show’’, but an ed- 
ucational event, with the purpose 
of demonstrating the value of correct 
equitation and well conducted horse 
training, namely dressage. 

Thus the two dressage competi- 
tions were*the main points of in- 
terest. According to the rules of 
the F. E. I. each contestant in a 
“solo riding’’ was required to ex- 
ecute a series of prescribed move- 
ments beginning and ending at 
numbered reference points—8s in 
all—marked on the sides of the 
arena. The required performance 
was to be made without a stop— 


unless otherwise specified—within 
a time limit, and the movements, 
executed in the prescribed order, 


each being scored from 0 to 10 by 
each judge. 

The 12 movements of the elemen- 
tary dressage were obviously very 
simple, made at the ordinary walk, 
trot and gallop, that is without coll- 
ection or extension. There were 
listed a few circles at both hands; 
a halt followed by so many steps 
reining back: several gallop-departs 
at given leads to be made at the 
completion of circles or in the turns. 
Time limit—4 minutes. 

The secondary dressage called 
for 15 movements of the standard 
“three day” event dressage test. 
Collection and extension was re- 
quired at the three gaits; the gal- 
lop-departs to be made on the 
straight from the halt and other- 
wise. In the serpentine at the gal- 
lop the change of leads was to be 
executed by breaking into the trot 
for 2 or 8 strides, and a bonus given 
for the changes in the air (flying). 
Time limit—7 minutes. 

Miss Rosalie Johnson from Santa 
3arhara was the outstanding winner 
of the secondary dressage, being 
presented a _ silver trophy by its 
donor Mrs. Charles FE. Perkins, the 
widow of the well known horseman 


-who devoted his life to the breeding 


of high class hunters. Young Rosa- 
lie and her Lady Bug made a bDrill- 
ant performance, remarkable for its 
correction and accuracy, the mare 
working like a clock under the most 
discreet application of the aids; 
though she was somewhat lacking 
in lightness. The gallop-departs 


were absolutely straight; so were 
the changes of leads, made un- 
iformly after a single stride of 


trot. The same rider got the blue 
ribbon in the secondary equitation. 
The elementary dressage went to 
the Pasadena entries, with the 12- 
year-old Miss Anna Bullock-Webster 
lst and Miss Gail Dreyfuss, the

Miss Pam Melhado 
has rented a first-class hunting pony 
of Ted Wahl’s. The writer is mount- 
ed on the same Smoky that carried 
him adequately with Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire Fox Hounds last winter, 

The opening meet was held July 
2, and from all accounts was a fine 
day, but since I did not get up till 
the week-end of July 4, I shall con- 
fine the hunting end of this report 
to Saturday, the 5th. 

Hounds met at 7 at the kennels, 
and despite the aftermath of the 4th 
of July party, no one was late. The 
Field consisted of the Master, Miss 
Sheila McCreary, whip, Dr. Mc- 
Creary, Miss Molly Starke, Miss Pam 
Melhado and me.

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ANDERSON FOWLER RESIGNS 

At a meeting of the Governors of 
the Essex Fox Hounds on July 10 
Anderson Fowler tendered his re- 
signation as Master. He had served 
for nine years and prior to the war 
had hunted the hounds himself. He 
felt obliged to resign as he is now 
actively engaged in New Jersey 
State politics, as well as running his 
farm, and therefore has not the 
time to devote to acting as Mas- 
ter. Mrs. Charles Scribner, and W. 
B. Johnson were elected Joint-Mas- 
ters in his place, and William Chad- 
well will continue as huntsman. Mr. 
Johnson had formerly been secre- 
tary of the Essex Fox Hounds and 
his place is taken by Robert P. 
Gibb who will act as secretary and 
treasurer. Mrs. Scribner served on 
a committee comprised of Richard 
V. N. Gambrill and Edward V. 
Clucas in carrying on the hunting 
during the war while Mr. Fowler 
was in the service.
